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Wranglings 
Over Tory

Intra-party wranglings in 
the Government party have 
again come to the fore with the 
departure of Ambassador Shun- 
ichi Matsumoto to Moscow 
Thursday night—this time over 
who should succeed Prime Min- 
ister Hatoyama. 


Shigemasa Sunada, chairman 
of the National Organization 
Committee, tol@ a meeting of 
party executives yesterday he 
did not want Hatoyama to re- 
main in office after the conclu- 
sion of the Japan-Soviet peace 
talks, 


He proposed that the way to 
cement party unity be discussed 
frankly among five party ex- 
ecutives generally considered as 
candidates for the next presi- 
dent. These are Secretary-Gen- 
eral Nobusuke Kishi, Executive 
Board Chairman Mitsujiro Ishii, 
International Trade and Indus- 
try Minister Tanzan Ishibashi, 
State Minister Matsutaro Sho- 
riki and Kenzo Matsumura. 


The proposal by the infiuenti- 
al member of the “leadership” 
faction was readily accepted by 
Kishi and Ishii. 


It was pointed out at this 
mecting that the Jikyoku Kon- 
dan Kai, an intra-party group 
composed mainly of members 
following former Prime Minis- 
Jer Shigeru Yoshida, was show- 
ing signs of a possible “new 
party drive.” 

The Jikyoku Kondan Kai, 
scheduled to meet next Tuesday, 
is expected to hammer -out a 
strong policy to oppose to the 
last contemplated visit of the 
Prime Ministcr to the Soviet 
Union, in case the expected re- 
port of Matsumoto from Moscow 
runs counter to the new peace 
settlement program of the Li- 
beral-Democrats. 


However, there are indications 
that 20 or 30 of Kishi’s follow- 
ers might quit this group, 
which now has 154 members, 


Meanwhile, a group repre- 
sented by Agriculture-Forestry 
Minister Ichiro Kono is expect- 
ed to meet in Hakone, a hot 
spring resort in Kanagawa Pre- 
fecture, next Wednesday and 
Thursday to discuss their 
strategy following the retire- 
ment of Hatoyama. 


A group affiliated with the 
former Progressive Party, in- 
cluding Kenzo Matsumura and 
Takeo Miki, is scheduled to 
take up the issue of new party 
president with Ishibashi and 
his supporters early next week. 
Miki and Ishibashi agreed yes- 
terday to put their forces 
together for the reconstruction 
of the party through Hatoyama’s 
retirement. 

Ishibashi has been favored by 
the majority of Kono support- 
ers as the next party president, 
although Kono himself is re- 
portediy determined to recom- 
mend Kishi to the post of presi- 
dent. Kono reportedly told 
Kishi yesterday he would rec- 
ommend the latter as Hato- 
>ama’s successor. 

The International Trade and 
Industry Minister has also been 
supported by ex- Progressive 
Party affiliates. The latter in- 
sist, however, Matsumura 
should be named as vice-presi- 
dent when Ishibashi was chosen 
president. 


S. Korea Opposes 
Japan-Soviet Peace 


SEOUL, Sept. 21 (INS)—A 
South Korean Foreign Ministry 
source declared today that the 
ROK Government is adamantly 
opposed to Japan’s current steps 
to end the technical state of war 
with Russia. 

The Foreign Ministry official 
said such a move would only 
lead to “a rapprochement with 
Russia” and that Korea is op- 
posed to any nation “fraterniz- 
ing” with any Communist na- 
tion. 

The source added that a peace 
settlement with Russia could 
only be considered by Korea as 
a “stab in the back” by Japan. 

He emphasized that this was 
felt particularly because Japan 
has not yet established diplo- 
matic relations with South Ko- 
rea. 

The official said Minister Kim 
Young Shik was recalled from 
Tokyo to $eoul to report on 
Japan’s peace treaty approaches 
to Russia. 


When Minister Kim returns to | 


Tokyo, the source added, he will 
call upon the Japanese Govern- 
ment to withdraw property 
claims and the famous “Kubota 
Statements” as a step toward 
normalizing relations between 
the two countries.

The Government’s general ac- 
counts are on an upward trend.

Japan and the Philippines yes- 
terday held the first conference 
on the implementation of the 
reparations pact between the 
two countries.

At the hour-long meeting, the 
Philippines explained the first- 
year program for reparations 
payment, covering the period 
from July 23 this year to July 
22 next year, and the draft plan 
on the implementation formula. 
The two plans were handed 
over to the Japanese Govern- 
ment several days ago. 


As reparations items for the 
first year, the Philippines is de- 
manding, for the most part, 
necessary materials for public 
works and other construction 
projects. 

Japan withheld comment on 
the Philippine plan at yester- 
day’s meeting. 

As for the implementation 
formula, the Philippines hopes 
to procure reparations goods 
through the Japanese Govern- 
ment in the initial year at 
least. 

However, Japan considers this 
formula difficult and favors a 
system whereby the Philippines 
will contract dizectly with Japa- 
nese firms, which will later re 
ceive payments from the Japa 
nese Government,

LONDON, Sept. 21—Ex- 
perts of 17 of the world’s 
shipping powers agreed to- 
day on the form and timing 
of an approach to the 
United Nations to solve the 


Suez Canal crisis. 

They hammered out the ac- 
cord at a session lasting over 
two hours after putting the final 
touches on a plan setting up 
“The Cooperative Association of 
Suez Canal Users” (CAS€U) to 
protect the rights of the mari- 
time nations in the canal Egypt 
took over July 26. 

Only Pakistan, of the 18 na- 
tions in conference here since 
Wednesday, stayed away from 
the experts’ meeting. The 
Pakistani delegation, which re- 
gards the majority approach as 
too much like an ultimasum to 
Egypt, said it could not attend 
without instructions from Ka- 
rachi. 

However, Japan also came out 
against the users’ project as it 
stands and three other confer- 
ence nations—Sweden, Denmark 
and Iran—called instead for an 
immediate approach to the-U.N. 

Ethiopia’s position remained 
to be announced. 


Indications were that all the 
rest of the conference nations, 
an even dozen, could.be counted 
on to join as soon as their gov- 
ernments at home gave formal 
approval. 


U.S. Secretary of State Dulles, 
described as highly pleased, 
planned to fiy back to Washing- 
ton later tonight. 


“He didn’t expect so much 
agreement,” an authoritative 
American source said. “Most of 
all the 18 will join the Users’ 
Association. We never expect- 
ed all 18 would sign on the 
dotted line.” | . 


The experts’ meeting ran long 
overtime causing a three-hour 
postponement to 1:30 p.m. GMT 
(10:30 p.m. JST) of the expected 
final plenary session of this 18. 

Sir George Young, British 
Foreign Office spokesman, said 
the experts’ session was “har- 
monious and cooperative” and 
that it drew up two documents: 


1, A paper dealing with the 
formation of the canal Usérs’ 
Association, some points of 
which still have to be ironed 
out by the foreign ministers and 
other delegation chiefs. 


2. A draft resolution, which 
is understood to include a. con- 
demnation of Egypt’s nation- 
alization of the canal; a reaffir- 
mation that international con- 
trol of Suez should be the basis 
of a final settlement, and an an- 
nouncement of the form’ and 
timing of an approach ‘to the 
UN. 

Agreement to set up the Users’ 
Association did not commit any 
nation actually to join it. But 
most of the 18—representing 
more than 90 per cent of the 
shipping using the Suez Canal 
—are expected to do so and 
some conference sources specu- 
lated that only two or three ul- 
timately would stay out. 

Those already on record in 
favor, with or without reserva- 
tions, were the United States, 
Britain, France, Australia, New 
Zealand, the Netherlands, West 
Germany, Italy, Turkey, Nor 
way, Portugal and Spain.

JERUSALEM, Israeli Sector, 
Sept. 21 (AP)—Israeli Prime 
Minister David Ben-Gurion de- 
clared yesterday on the eve of 
his' 70th birthday that Israel 
would never make war against 
the Arab states while he remain- 
ed at the helm, 

He told the Jerusalem Post 
in an anniversary interview: 

“We are not likely to have

Of the present chances of war, 
he said: “There is no need for 
a war. The Arabs can see our 
strength without that. 

“As long as it is for me to 
decide, we shall make no war

Adlai Says 


BOONE, lowa, Sept. 21 (AP)

Stevenson replied to the Presi- 
dent in an address prepared for 
a rally in this suburban Wash- 
ington community. 


The Democratic presidential 
nominee reiterated his view— 
challenged by implication by 
Eisenhower—that the United 
States “take the lead” in halting 
hydrogen bomb tests and con- 
sider whether the draft may be 
ended in the “foreseeable” fu- 
ture, 


Stevenson said the President 
expressed “this country’s pas- 
sion for peace... in a manner 
befitting his office.” 


But he took issue with his 
opponent not only on the draft 
and H-bomb questions but on 
Eisenhower’s whole contention 
that peace prospects are rela- 
tively bright under the Repub- 
lican Administration, 


“I think it unfortunate,” Ste- 
venson said, “that he chose 
again to state only half the 
facts.” 


The Democratic nominee dis- 
puted Eisenhower’s argument 
that Vietnam has been saved 
from communism, that Taiwan 
was “written off” by the Tru- 
man Administration. And he 
said Eisenhower in his speech 
“left out any reference to the 
ominous tensions which today 
mark Africa and the Middle 
East.” 

He said Eisenhower's “pass- 
ing reference” to the Suez 
crisis in Wednesday night's 
speech “gave no hint of the 
awesome fact that within the 
past few months, Russia has 
gained the foothold in the 
Middle East she has sought for 
centuries.” 

He said Eisenhower's H- 
bomb remarks “indicted church- 
men and political leaders the 
world over, including Pope Pius 
XII, representative of the Bap- 
tist, Unitarian, Quaker and 
Methodist churches, Commis- 
sioner Thomas Murray of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, 
British Prime Minister’ Sir 
Anthony Eden and many other 
sincere and thoughtful persons 
in the United States and abroad 
who have made similar pro- 


posals.” 


ROK Army Seizes 
Four-Man Spy Ring 


SEOUL, Sept. 21 (Kyodo-UP) 
—Republic of Korea Army Coun- 
ter Intelligence Corps has 
smashed a four-man Commu- 
nist spy ring reportedly operat- 
ing in Seoul since 1951.

4. The pricing policy will be 
altered to facilitate production, 
particularly of high-quality 
goods which will sell at higher 
prices.

TAIPEI, Sept. 21 (INS)—Sen. 
Allen J. Ellender (D.-La.), land- 
ed in Taipei today to find that 
all his advance appointments 
with Chinese Nationalist officials 
have been cancelled.

Smuggling on Increase, 
Police Agency Reveals 


A marked increase has been 
noted recently in the smuggling 
of goods to and from Japanese 
ports in the guise of legitimate 
trade, the -Police Agency 
revealed yesterday in a White 
Paper on illicit trade activities 


covering the January-June 
period of this year. 
The report revealed that 


some 70 per cent of the persons 
arrested in 195j3-and the first 
half of this on the charge 
of smuggling/were Japanese, 17 
per cent Koreans, six to nine 
per cent Chinese and about six 
per cent other foreign nation- 
als. 


The White Paper was issued 
at a conference of chiefs of 
the water police stations in the 
nation, held in Tokyo yester- 
day. 

The meeting was called by 
the Police Agency to study 
countermeasures to cope with 
the expected increase in smug- 
gling and spying activities if 
and when normal relations are 
resumed with Soviet Russia 
and Red China in the future. 

According to the White Paper, 
smuggling cases uncovered by 
the authorities have been 
steadily rising since 1902. 

Last year alone, 1,563 per. 
sons involved in 1,180 cases 
were apprehended—the highest 
arrest figure is the postwar 
period. 

This year, the figure is in- 
creasing still further, with the 
number arrested during the 
first six months already reach- 
ing 872, greatly surpassing the 
level of the comparable period 
of last vear. 

The report noted a con- 
spicuous rise in smuggling 
activities conducted cleverly in 
the guise of normal trade. Tne 
use of forged customs docu- 
ments and falsified declarations 
is involved. 

Of those arrested so far this 
year, over half were caught by 
the water police at Kobe and 
Yokohama. 

The report said that most of 
the smuggling activities extend- 
ed to Korea, Hongkong and the

YOKOSUKA, Sept. 21 (Kyodo) 
—The National Security Forces 
Workers Union (Zenchuro), 
composed of 90,000 Japanese 
workers in the employ of the 
U.S. Security Forces in Japan, 
started negotiations with US. 
naval base authorities at Yoko- 
suka yesterday for the retrac- 
tion of disciplinary measyres 
taken recently against two of 
its members. 

The two members, both elec- 
trical workers, received a two- 
week suspension from work 
without pay. 

The disciplinary action came 
in the midst of the current joint 
struggle by the Zenchuro union 
and the 13,000-strong Japan 
Security Forces Labor Union 
(Nitchuro) against new stricter 
service regulations announced 
by the U.S. military authorities 
recently. 

Zenchuro interpreted the ac- 
tion as constituting the frst 
case of application of the new 
service regulations. 

The two disciplined unionists 
are Tokushiro Noguchi and 
Yoshio Taneya. 

They were summoned by the 
base personnel section last Fri- 
day and given the disciplinary 
notices on the ground that they 
had demanded tea service and 
had made use of dining room 
and toilet facilities without 
authorization. 

The trouble arose Sept. 10 
when the two workers repaired 
the electric wiring at Officers’ 
residential quarters: in Yoko- 
suka. The pair were seryed tea 
at lunchtime by a Japanese 
maid of the house and before 
they left, they went to the 
house bathroom to wash up. 

A protest by the Yokosuka 
chapter of the union brought 
a reply yesterday that the dis- 
ciplinary step did not mean the

For Disabled 


The Labor Ministry has formu- 
lated a plan to give disabled 
persons vocational training and 
jobs in private workshops. 

The plan calls for the employ- 
ment of disabled persons by 
private firms for a certain peri- 
od during which they will be 
given professional training. 

The Government will pay the 
employers ¥1,000 per capita per 
month for the training. the 
handicapped mrenope will re- 
ceive while they work. 

The Labor Ministry will seek 
an appropiration of some ¥50 
million next fiscal year. 

According to a survey by the 
Welfare Ministry, there are 
some 785,000 disabled persons 
over 18 years of age in the na- 
tion at present. Of this total, 
64,000 persons are registered at 
the Government employment 
offices, and of these, some 20,000 
are considered hopeless cases 
as far as getting jobs is concern- 
ed, according to the Welfare 
Ministry. 

The Government employment 
offices found jobs for 12,000 per- 
sons in 1953, 10,000 in 1954 and 
7,000 in 1955, 

Thus employment of disabled 
persons through the public em- 
ployment offices has been on the 
decline. 

There are eight public voca- 
tional guidamee and training 
centers for ‘such unfortunate 
persons in the nation. Some 
1,100 persons are trained year- 
ly at these places with 85 per 
cent of “graduates” of these 
centers obtaining jobs upon 
graduation. 

The Labor Ministry is con- 
vinced that @ven disabled per- 
sons, if trained in special lines, 
can obtain decent work. The 
Ministry has been encouraged to 
adopt the plan for employment 
of disabled persons by private 
firms for job training.

Prince's Betrothed 


“Kojo Kazunomiya” is the 
story of the Imperial princess, 
Kazunomiya, who was the sister 
of Emperor Komei, the great- 
grandfather of the current Em- 
peror. In the pre-Restoration 
days, the imperial prestige was 
low and the palace in Kyoto in 
a sad state, while the Tokugawa 
military regime flourished in 
Yedo (Tokyo). 

Kazunomiya was betrothed 
from childhood to Prince Sotsu- 
nomiya and the two loved each 
other deeply; but Kazunomiya 
was forced by her emperor 
brother’s decree to become the 
unhappy bride of the 14th Toku- 
guwa shogun, in one of those 
tragic marriages of political con- 
venience, 


A certain grace and dignity, 
and a lonely sense of resigna- 
tion and stoic self-restraint, per-

Sumako’s defense attorney 
ponders on the fact that there 
is Only the confession of the ac- 
cused herself to pin her down as 
the murderer; there is very little 
circumstancial evidence, and 
she hardly seems the type to be 
a murderess. He begins to sus- 
pect strongly that she is cover- 
ing up for someone else, and 
starts investigations on his own, 


The play is very skillfully 
worked up, and at certain 
points, the witness’ words merge 
off into the next scene which is 
a@ flash-back. This technique, 
however, is wisely resorted to 
only twice, and both serve to 
shed a little more light on the 
truth, enough for the audience 
to start making its own conjec- 
tures, but not quite enough for 
the conjectures to be correct. 


Another Covered 


It is not until pretty nearly 
the very end that the real cul- 
prit’s identity begins to peek out 
from the evidence; and by that 
time the pace of the play has 
accelerated so that the audience 
has no more than a chance to 
wonder rather incredibly if per-. 
haps it can be ... before the 
solution is out and the play 
ends. 


Of course Sumako, played by 
Yaeko Mizutani, is innocent. 
Why did she confess to a mur- 
der she did not commit? Who is 
the real culprit? The big catch 
is that she thought she was cov- 
ering up for someone else, but 
the true culprit turned out to 
be still another person, also in- 
timately related to her. At any 
rate, you will have to see the 
“trial” and (and also understand 
Japanese) in order to find out 
everything.

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Gap in Industrialization 
One of the biggest tasks facing this country is the 
modernization of its highway system. This is not a new 
problem, certainly, but the urgency of it has grown ec 
that any action taken now will ce ineffective unless carrie 

n a tremendously large scale. 
st nested why chis pioiect should be undertaken are too 
numerous to count, and it would be difficult to find anyone 
who doesn’t recognize at least one of them. Without 
oversimplifying, however, what the subject boils down to 
in everyone’s mind is that our roads are in desperately 
bad shape and with the use they are put to getting 

se every day. 

 Guky 58 caret of Japan’s roads are paved. Compare 
this with 96 per cent in Britain, 67 per cent in the United 
States. 50 per cent in Germany and 30 per cent in France. 

The reason for this comparison is that all the coun- 
tries—including Japan—are highly industrialized. What 
the figures show is that in this country’s rapid conversion 
to the machine age the vital requirement of an efficient 
highway network has been all but completely neglected. 

Up until the postwar period this gap was not fully 
appreciated. The railway system, which had been devel- 
oped to a state of world-recognized efficiency, served the 
bulk of transportation needs. However, in the past decade 
the railways have proven to be insufficient, and their fur- 
ther expansion is severely limited. So the freight ship- 
pers—and to some extent travelers too—have turned to 
the highways; today there is more freight carried by trucks 
than trains. 

In this short space of time the number of road vehicles 
has increased by 10 times. And there is no indication 
that this trend toward motor travel will taper off any time 
in the foreseeable future. 

Industrial Japan is booming. The national economy 
has been expanding not only because of a-favorable for- 
eign trade picture but because every year another million 
persons are added to the population, thus raising the domes- 
tic demand for goods and services. Wise investors are 
sinking more and more money into various enterprises, 
knowing that the demand will continue rising. 

But wait. How are these products going to reach the 
consumers? Unless comparable funds are invested in the 
development of a modern highway system, they are apt to 
rust and rot in the factories and farms: , 

Actually it will take more than an ordinary outlay 
of money to make a dent in the problem. The wear and 
tear that the roads are receiving from increased traffic 
today is running far ahead of the rate that they are re- 
paired. In order to get ahead, the cost will be high. But 
unless it is met, the loss, in undeveloped economic oppor- 
tunities and the expense incurred by the damaging treat- 
ment vehicles get on the present roads, will be much 


greater. 


The New Yorker Is Shocked 
Since most of us can remember, New York City has 
been held up as the symbol of frenzied urban existence, 
of that congested and noisy atmosphere that makes nervous 


wrecks of all but the strongest. 


But now it appears Tokyo 


has gained that dubious honor. 

Recent visitors from New York react to the traffic in 
this city much in the manner of country folk who are 
accustomed to the peace and ease of life in a quiet valley. 
They are appalled, shocked and distressed. 

Why this radical change in the New Yorker’s out- 


look? 


Because New York has had an antinoise ordinance 


in effect for the better part of a year and it is enforced 


to the hilt. 
but it is a quiet, steady beat 


The city throbs with movement, as ever, 


like that of a healthy heart. 


Thousands of automobiles speed silently up and down 
the thoroughfares as if by some mysterious force; every 


driver knows that it costs 25 


dollars to blow your horn. 


Now. why can’t something like that be brought about 


here? 


Other cities have successfully outlawed horn-honk- 


ing too. In fact, Paris was New York’s model. . 
The argument that a horn is necessary to avoid acci- 


dents exaggerates. Actually, 


as experience elsewhere has 


proved, it the motorists were deprived of its use, they 
would be apt to drive with greater care and courtesy. 
It might be a bit frustrating at the outset, especially to the 
horn-happy taxi drivers. But the results will surely be wel- 


comed by all. 


Shall we continue to cling to the inglorious title of 


the world’s noisiest city? 


Certainly not!

New York, said President Eisen- 
hower’s plan to create an inter- 
national atomic energy organ 
has taken a step toward mate- 
rialization. For Japan, the pro- 
posed organ will be particular- 
ly significant because this na- 
tion is short of nuclear fuel. If 
the organ is created, Japan will 
be able to have access to ura- 
nium fuel to be placed under 
control of this world body, the 
paper said. In that case, Japan 
will be freed of any bilateral 
fuel agreement which might 
“bind” this nation in some way 
or other, the paper stressed. 


Mainichi Shimbun deplored 
the present “vacuum” in state 
administration caused by the 
factional strife in the ruling 
Liberal-Democratic Party over 
the nation’s Soviet policy. The 
suspended Moscow peace con- 
ference is a vital diplomatic 
problem but this issue is now 
developing into a factional party 
Struggle over the next presi- 
dency of the party, the paper 
said. Under the circumstances, 
the Government is ignoring 
other important diplomatic is- 
Sues. The paper mentioned the 
Okinawa land issue, Ogasawara 
islanders return to their home 
islands, the purchase of U.S, 
surplus agricultural products. 
In addition, there are many do- 
mestic issues requiring immedi- 
ate attention, it said. 


Yomiuri Shimbun stressed the 
need of vocational education for 
graduating students. According 
to the paper, university and col- 
lege students who are graduat- 
ing next May are estimated to 
number 156,000 and most of 
them will seek jobs. High 
school graduates will number 


720,000 and 348,000 of them will 
be job-seekers. Middle school 
graduates will number 1,980,000 
and 571,000 of them will have 
to be employed. Pre-war col- 
leges were mostly institutions 
for vocational education, and in 
order to solve the problem of 
jobs for college and university 
graduates it will be necessary 
for the nation to study the voca- 
tional education issue. 


Nishi Nihon Shimbun (Fuku- 
oka) commented on the So- 
cialist Party policy, adopted at 
a meeting at Sendai Sept. 18, 
to overthrow the Hatoyama 
Cabinet. According to the 
policy, the party seeks a Lower 
House dissolution following a 
“successful” conclusion of the 
Japan-Russia peace negotiations. 
In the eyes of the Socialist 
Party, Prime Minister Hato- 
yama’s visit to Moscow will re- 
sult in an agreement for peace. 
However, it is - problematical 
whether the situation will de- 
velop as the party hopes, it 
pointed out. Therefore, it is 
necessary for the party to take 
into consideration a _ possible 
failure in concluding a peace 
agreement, In order to take 
over power from the conserva- 
tives, the Socialist Party should 
take a more realistic view of 
the situation, it said. 


Hokkaido Shimbun (Sapporo) 
urged the need for renovating 
the nation’s system of compen- 
sation for damage suffered by 
the agricultural industry from 
natural disasters such as ty- 
phoons, frost and others. In the 
paper’s view, it will not be so 
easy to create a fair and ef- 
fective system because of clash- 
ing interest in agricultural 
bodies. Therefore, the Govern- 
ment should set up a special 
organ to study the issue with 
representatives of the agricul- 
tural organizations and politi- 
cal parties as well as men of ex- 
perience as constituent mem 
bers, the paper urged, 


Purge of a Red Leader 


Magazine Expose Embarrasses and Piques Communist Party 


The Japan Communist Party 
this week made a sensational 
but painful admission that one 
of its most influential leaders 
had to be purged for conduct 
unbecoming a comrade, 


The leader was Shigeo Shida, 
the virtual ruler of the Japa- 
nese Communists during the 
underground years of 1950-1955, 
who was said to have thus de- 
livered a terrible blow to party 
prestige. 


In its official decree of Sept. 
12, carried in full in Wednes- 
day’s Akahat&, the JCP’s Central 
Committee said: 


“There is no room for doubt 
that he has deliberately aban- 
doned his party duties. Accord- 
ingly, this assembly ... dis- 
misses Shida from the _ posi- 
tion of a member of the Central 
Committee. At the same time 
this committee confirms ¢hat 
Shida abandoned of his own 
accord the rights and obligations 
of a party member and therefore 
forfeits every qualification as a 
member.” 


According to the official state- 
ment, Shida has not been heard 
from for more than nine months. 


The circumstances surround- 
ing Shida’s disappearance have 
thrown much light on what 
went on within the party since 
the July 1955 about-face—the 
avowed departure from the radi- 
calism of the past. 


Criticism Increased 


When JCP leaders admitted 
in the summer of last year that 
their past policy of violence, 
based on the mistaken judg- 
ment that the time was ripe 
for revolution, Was wrong, re- 


percussions were to be ex- 
pected. 

This was because many 
faithful comrades had fallen 


victims of the reckless policy, 
known in the party language 
as “extreme leftist adventur- 
ism,” when they attacked police 
with sticks and “fire bot- 
tles.” They are still in jail 
while their families are 
Starving. Notable among them 
are the group of young Com- 
murtsts’ who instigated the 
May Day (1952) riot. 


Criticisms of the leaders for 
the disastrous policy became 
particularly intense since. last 
October. The top leaders who 
went around the country to re- 
organize the local groups and 
reorient their activities was 
subjected to severe verbal cen- 
sure by the  lower-echeion 
members.

Shida, who as the right-hand 
man of the late Kyuichi Tokuda, 
who headed the Main Current 
Faction in control of the party 
between 1950 and 1955, and ran 
the party in a dictatorial man- 
ner. He did this by organizing 
a horizontal control structure 
called “Bureaus,” whose mem- 
bers he himself appointed after 
Tokuda went to Peiping. 
Shida Paid Dearly 
Shida was also chairman of 


the underground Military Com- 
mittee, which carried out the 


violence tactics. 


For all this, he had to pay ¢ 


dearly. 

Before the accusing comrades, 
he is said to have meekly bow- 
ed and scraped to apologize for 
his mistakes. 

The changed situation 
brought tremendous pressure on 
Shida. He soon showed signs 
of breaking down mentally and 
physically. The Central Com- 
mittee announcement said: 


“Shida’s fatigue aggravated 
and his work’ began to 
stagnate.” 


Thus, the party decided to 
give him a three-month vaca- 
tion beginning in early Decem- 
ber 1955. Shida told his col- 
leagues, he would complete his 
self-criticism in written forms 
during the rest period. 

Shortly after Shida’s vacation 
had begun, however, the Stand- 
ing Executive Committee (under 
the Central Committee) re- 
ceived information that con- 
cerned “problems of Shida’s 
private life.” 

The group informed Shida of 
the report and sought his ex- 
planation. But Shida never re 
plied and vanished after Jan. 
6 when he was last in con- 
tact with the Central Commit 
tee. 


Private Problems 


What were the “problems in 
Shida’s private life?” 


What is believed to be the 
answer was supplied also this 
week by the magazine Shinso’s 
special issue featuring an article 
entitled “Why Did Shigeo Shida 
Vanish?” 


Shinso (truth) is a magazine, 
edited by Communists and 
those who for all practical pur- 
poses are party members, But 
the title has been a classic mis- 
nomer. Since the professed 
aim of the magazine was to 
“drive out American imperial- 
ists from Japan,” its editorial 
policy closely followed the JCP 
line with little attention to 
whether its reports are truth-

Suez Dispute and Trade

WASHINGTON—The Suez 
Canal dispute has reached the 
point where it materially affects 
world trade, and where it is 
imposing various economic 
crises to parties in the disagree- 
ment. Some ships have already 
been rerouted to avoid using 
the canal, and reports indicate 
that more shipping companies 
are planning similar moves, 


Cargo rates quoted by lead- 
ing shipping lines between Eu- 
rope and Asia have been advanc- 
ed 15 per cent. Insurances rates 
have also jumped. All this 
means higher costs for the 
world’s goods. Higher prices 
for tea and rubber, machinery, 
motor vehicles, oil, tin and cop- 
ra. Consumers will have to pay 
more for these things, but the 
producers who make them will 
not earn increased amounts. 

Instead the price increases 
will pay the transportation, for 
the longer voyage around the 
Cape of Good Hope or for any 
delays in getting through the 
Suez Canal or for the over-all 
uncertainty along one of the 
world’s most vital routes. 

Meanwhile, the world’s fore- 
most countries, the Suez Canal’s 
best customers until now, are 
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meeting in London to discuss 
forming a users’ association to 
work jointly to safeguard the 
rights. 

Why do the prices of some 
things jump and the prices of 
other things fall with each de- 
velopment in the tangled Suez 
dispute? The reason is that 
Egypt has to a great extent dis- 
rupted confidence among the 
shipping countries that use the 
canal. World trade depends 
heavily on confidence, con- 
fidence that a cargo will reach 
its destination. Confidence that 
a ship sent along one route will 
not need to retrace its course. 

Egypt’s abrupt unilateral na- 
tionalization of the _ interna- 
tional canal company in July 
witnrout consultation with other 
interested parties was the first 
blow to this confidence. Addi- 
tional uncertainty followed as 
Egypt rejected negotiations on 
the basis of the 18 nation pro- 
posal offered by countries rep- 
resenting nearly 90 per cent 
of the waterway’s traffic. 


Meanwhile, Egypt has not 
gained from nationalization. 
Throughout the dispute many 
shipping lines have continued 
to pay canal tolls to the Paris 
and London offices of the Uni- 
versal Canal Company, a pre- 
decessor to the nationalized 
authority set up by Egypt. 


The Egyptian authorities has 
honored this method of paying 
tolls presumably because Egypt 
lays claim to all the assets of 
old company, including 
those outside of Egypt. Thus a 
tangled economic situation gets 
more and more tangled. 

The Suez dispute also threat 
ens to retard the development 
of Egypt’s Middle Eastern 
neighbors. A recent Uni 
Nations economic report point 
ed out that oil revenues are 
what it calls the most specta 
cular encouraging item in the 
favorable long run economic

“It's hard to believe that such 
a nice man is a Communist... 
But thanks to him, we were 
able to build this extra wing to 
the house,” the matron was 
quoted to have observed. 

No one but Shida himself can 
vouch for the ‘veracity of the 
Shinso allegation, of course. 
But there are indications that 
for once the often untruthful 
“Truth” may be reporting fact, 

A cogent basis for this view 
is the long statement by Sho- 
ichi Kasuga, a top member in 
the Central Committee and 
chairman of the Control Com- 
mittee of the JCP, printed in 
the Sept. 19 issue of Akahata. 


Story Uncontradicted 


Kasuga frowned upon the 
Shinso report “as one-sided ex- 
pose, often found in bourgeoise 
journalism.” 

But nowhere in the fairly 
lengthy remark does the Com- 
munist leader say the story is 
unfounded. On the contrary, 
the following comment seems 
to endorse the veracity of the 
Shinso report: 


“This report is just as harm- 
ful as the attack by our enemy 
because it agitates sentiments 
of mutual distrust within our 
party which is endeavoring to 
consolidate’ its unity. . .” 

According to Kasuga, Com- 
munists on the Shinso’s staif 
often consulted the party on 
the Shida affair, and each time 
they were told to drop the 
editorial plan of making a fea- 
ture of it. And yet apparent- 
ly, the magazine defied the 
party’s request, 


The Control Committee, whose 
primary duty is to maintain dis- 
Cipline within the party, there- 
fore, will take appropriate meas- 
ures to punish the offending 
comrades, Kasuga promised. 


Authorities Puzzled 


The Shinso scoop somewhat 
mystified the nation’s law-en- 
forcement authorities. They 
were not sure as of this week 
whether the magazine really re- 
belled against the party or the 
publication of the special edi- 
tion was done at the instigation 
of a faction within the party 
to discredit the regime in power. 

This writer has reliably learn- 
ed, however, that the magazine 
actually challenged the party as 
it did some five years ago when 
it exposed the substance of a 
top secret meeting of party 


leaders, which discussed the 
Cominform criticism of the 
JCP. 


But a bigger puzzle—mostly 
to the Communists—is why 
Shida squandered precious 
party funds for personal pleas- 
ure when he should have been 
using them in bolstering the un- 
derground organization. 

The magazine laid the cards 
on the table. And the Com- 
munist leaders now have one 
more headache: the ranks of the 
party would certainly like to 
know what did cause this appall- 
ing corruption on the part of a 
top leader who had once enjoy- 
ed their confidence.

Grain Shortage in USSR © 


VIENNA—The end of the 
1956 harvest season is at hand. 
As farmers everywhere in the 
northern hemisphere are loading 
grain into storage bins, reports 
from the USSR indicate that, 
contrary to party chief Nikita 
Khrushchev’s expectations, the 
perennial grain shortage there 
will continue, 


It was in 1954 that Khrush- 
chev first ordered cultivation of 
about nine million acres of Asia- 
tic grasslands—the so-called 
“virgin lands”—with grain. A 
moderately good harvest was 
achieved in that year, even 
though the cost, in terms of hu- 
man hardships, would have been 
considered prohibitive outside 
the realm of communism, 


In 1955 and 1956, Khrushchev 
insisted that a maximum effort 
be devoted to grain production 
on the virgin lands. Last year 
50 million aeres were planted, 
this year some 25 million more. 
About 85 per cent of all tractors 
and 50 per cent of all harvesters 
produced in the USSR in those 
years were allocated to the grain 
project. Manpower was furnish- 
ed by recruiting 350,000 young 
people for work on the Steppes 
of Siberia and Central Asia. The 
main inducement for these vol- 
unteers was exemption from 
military service, 


In 1955, a drought drastically 
cut the yield from the virgin 
lands, This year, after some 
highly favorable growing weath- 
er A summer, harvesting was. 
severely hampered by rain, 

Under other circumstances, 
the rains might not have mark- 
edly affected the harvesting of 
the crop. But communism, now 
in its fourth decade of power 
in Russia, has failed so far to 
offer the Soviet farmers ade- 
quate inducements to overcome 
the yagaries of nature. The 
rains, together with the con- 
fusion and disorganization that 
seem to go with Soviet collec- 
tive farming, are now estimated 
to have cut as much as 25 mil- 
lion tons from the potential har- 
vest of 140 million tons which 
the Soviet regime had hoped to 
bring into the storage bins.

This is not mere theorizing. 
In the Soviet Union, where in- 
dustrial production plans have 
been expanded year after year, 
the failure merely to maintain 
the agricultural production of 
former years has been conspicu- 
ous. Andre Philip, economist 
and former Finance Minister 
of France, who visited the 
USSR earlier this year, figured 
the Soviet Union’s recent agri- 
cultural production as foilows: 
if Russia’s 1913 output is taken 
as 100, then in 1955 the produc- 
tion of meat per capita was 
78.9. For milk, the figure was 
73.1; for eggs, 91.7. Produc- 
tion of grain, despite  ex- 
traordinary efforts, had risen 
only to 108. Put another way, 
the USSR had 68 million live- 
stock in 1929; now it was one 
million fewer for a greatly ex- 
panded population. There was 
one Soviet cow in 1929 for each 
five persons, and today there is 
one for each nine. 


Party Secretary Khrushchev 
himself has long been aware of 
the weakness of Soviet agri- 
culture. Five years ago he at- 
tempted to boost farm produc- 
tion by herding farmers into 
“agrogorods,” or “farm cities” 
of 5,000 or more inhabitants. 
But this effort to organize So- 
viet farmers along strictly in- 
dustrial. lines was a spectacular 
failure.

In short, as Kraft expressed 
it, “there are a lot of votes up 
for grabs here.”
